All exiniordiiiiuy i)()iu:hiiit^' aH'niy 
is iu])orted I'rom Llandudno. A uuiuber 
of l;ecp^6 '■arid- assistants and tbree 
policemen on Lady Mostyn's estate 
assu.iibled in a gunroom whence at 
Olio a. in. they intended to sally out 
siiul iniiku a raid upon a bold gang of 
ir)acdiorH wlio iiiiV'slod Llu' woods. The 
^ irty uuiuberod lil'toeu, but bad only 
throbs ^up8 <imoqg. them. Their design 
evidently ^ot winrf, liecanse soon after 
midnight shots oaiuu from a low wall 
opposite the building'. ISrookes, one 
of the men, incautiously opened tbo 
door, wiiou two shots were tired and a 
charge of sumll shot struck him iu tbo 
face, several of the shots entering bia 
head. Brookes was laid on a bed. 
The poachfii's' tiro waa then incessant, 
out) breechloader at least being at 
work. Marbles were usod.for bullets, 
aud doors and ..windciwS^_and. every, 
upei ture were riddled. This fusilade 
continued for about forty ininiitos.and 
while those inside the gunroom shel- 
tered thomsolves under tables and 
benches, aud one of tlioni inetl'ectually 
from a loft returned the hre, others of 
the 't)oacher8 were engaged bagging 
ijbeasants in the woods. The tiring 
afterwards ceased. No arrests have 
yet been made. Tluoft of tbo keapers 
were shot, including 13rooks, who is 
severely wpunded.

Tbe"^* Whitehall Eeview" says: — "A 
correspondent who has just returned 
from Turkey informs us that the pro- 
■sent ex-Colouel Valentino Baker is 
actually engaged in even more satis- 
factory work than that of reorganizing 
the Ottoman calvary, for which, should 
the armistice bo concludeil, there will, 
\ in all probability, bo very little further 
jl'" need. ^Ir. Baker's military knowledge 
aud experiouco suggesteil to him that 
the broad isthmus which joins the 
peninsula on which ConstaQtino{)le 
stands to the mainland might be so 
fortified by earthworks nnd entrench- 
■"iQeuts, extending from the Sea of Mar- 
mora to the Bhick' Sea, that an English 
army of occui)atioii, iu the event of 
a , misunderstaiiding with Russia, 
]in{g)ii;,' with a comparatively amall 
force, hold the BospLorus against all 
comers. It will bo apparent that with 
an English man -of-war on either flank 
an English army (toi p.s holding such a 
lino would bo iu |josition of immense 
strength, ospocially if llio ground wore 
suitably prepared for defence l^efore 
the corps' arrival there, Mr. Baker, 
in company with an engineer otVicer of 
hor Majesty's service, is now marking 
out this ground, which is thirty miles 
A north' of Constantinople.

,will be allayed and the peace of the world 
secured for a few years.

Commodore Alfred ii. Gray of tlie Pn- 
citio Mail ytoamship Company, di«d at 
his houeo in Brooklyn at G a. m. yester- 
day, having been confined to lu's room 
since Sept.l? Gommodoro Gray was born 
in July, 1818, at Norfolk. Va., whore his 
■father was British Con.sul. Ho first went- 
to soa when 17 years old, and at the ago 
of 27 had risen, by Hncce.''.sivo promotions, 
■ to bo a captain. Ho h is lioi u in aliutist- 
continuous active sorvico in t!io command 
of voRselH fur the last 'M ycarM. Ho enter- 
ed tho "JLone Star" Navy lieforo lie was 
25, and.in 1843, as iioutenuut, ho com 
man!^edHh"6 Texan slobp-bf-war Auatiu 
when'th^t ve-ssel, with the ■'Wharton, ou- 
gagod tlio Jloxican war stoam-ships lie 
gonorador, (JnadiiloniJO, and iMoulo/.nniu, 
otl'Cam|)oachy, May II!, IR-ia. Don To- 
mas do Nearuit, Adaiiral commnnding tho 
Mexicans, withdrew his whips after a fi.:w 
hours of combat, and Lieut. Gru^- wat; 
Dover tttile to persnade'lnra to- leave his 
shallow waters and fenew" It. The Aus- 
tin was struolt eleven times, and h ul !ivo 
inon killed and twenty wounded, (.'apt. 
tiray's lifo in sailing-.ships las.ted from 
183,") until 18,")1, and iluriiig tlial time bo 
crossed the e(jnalor si.xieen times. Tho 
lirft sl«amahip in which ho suiloil was 
tho Piiiladelphia of the Aspinwall aud 
Now Orleans line. In the same yi!ar, 
1853, he was made captain of the Fuloon 
of the same line, and between that date 
and 1805 ho commanded eight other uom- 
moroiul steanisljips. He was captain of- 
thu army transport MeCh'llan for three' 
years after ISlU, and the C^ollius steam- 
ship Atlantic for a few inoutha when it 
was a (loverninent transport. His skill 
and i^uergy while captain of those vessels 
won him tbe freqtiently -l-epeated thanks 
of department 'commanders in the South. ■ 
In 1805 tlio Pacilio Mail Steinnslii]) (loni- 
jiany built tho Hoiiry Chaiiiii'oy, and 
Captain Gray was given (rouiiuaiul ef her. 
From that forward ho was oll'eroil the 
command of ovury now stoamship built, 
by that company, but always declined to 
sail out of any port but New York booattse 
his family was hero. In October, 1873, 
hu was a.ssignod to tho Aeapulco, one of 
the new iron propoliers, and of tliis ves- 
.Si'l ho romainod captain nut'l August .'!U, 
Ly7G, when ho wont homo and did nut af- 
torwards leave his lioiist,'. Comuioduru 
tiray was a man of largo stituro aud gen- 
ial presence. As captain he had failed 
nearly 1,000,000 jiiiles without liaving 
lost a life, had carried more than a hun- 
dred million of treasure, and acouiiuled 
for every dollar of it, had made 120ruuud 
voyages between New Vorli and .Vspiii- 
«all for tho I'acillc Mail Steainslii|) t'om 
pany without losing or injuring one (d" 
theit ships. Ho was a. most popular 
American oommander,. alike with owners, 
uaderwritors, and pt^aengors, aud was 
always praised for the neatness, clean ii- 
noas and discipline t)f liia shijis and crews. 
In 187'1 ho was promoti-d io be (loninin- 
doro of tho Pacilio Mail Coiueany. His 
willow, throe sons, and twj daughtiTs 
survive hini. Tlio eldest daughter be- 
came tho wifoof Bufus Hatch last month.

"Hard labor for, tbvee. months in 
the House of Correction." Such ii the 
sentence pronounced in tlic Bow 
Street Police Court oil " Dr." tilado, 
after n prosecution w-liicli,althoufrb a 
uiiio dfiys' wonder for tlio prcHeut, 
iiiui?t pas.s into tiio history of legal 
investigations as a curiosity of the 
lirst class, oue which will puzzle 
Hcuely some future iiivestif^ator of the 
iiiaiiners aud customs of tho English 
iu tho iiiiiotecnth century. Tho lust 
day's proceedings in this remarkable 
ease were attended by an oven larger 
crowd Ihuu bad assembled before, 
among them many "modiums" and 
Spiritualists, male and female. Tho 
points upon which the uidgistrnto had 
to docitle were two, wliicli ho thuH 
stated:"!, were tho facti-i allogod (is 
eoiniiiitted 'uy Slado an ofTonso under 
tho Vagrancy Act? and ('3) did Slade 
do what he was allogod to have done, 
viz, : UKod palmistry mid other subtle 
cratts, means mid dovieoH, with the 
purpose of dciceiving aud imposing 
upon Her Majesty's subjects?" The- 
cliurgo (jf having i^finspired -with bis 
iigeiil or manager, Simmons, to obtain 
luouoy uudor false pvotonccs, had 
failed, owing to tho absence of Buf- 
licient evideiico of guilty knowledge 
on tho purl of yitniiions, and tho points 
ut ismio wore narrowed down lo tho 
two propounded by tho nmgislnito, 
ilr. Flowors, who at onco proceeded 
to deliver jiulgmont in a calm, luattor- 
of--fact manlier, wliicli mu.st have vexed 
tho diHL-nib'.ahed spirilH goiievally (for 
they were uo doubt present upon such 
a momentouH ocoaaion) and that of 
"Allie" in parlicular. 

"I think," saiit Jlr. Flowers, in 
summing up, "tlint in order to 
constitute the offense defined in tho 
Vagriiticy Act, two tbin^rs are iicccb- 
Hiuy — using some subtle crnft, meaiiH 
or device, like piilmiHlry, atul an at- 
tempt to deceivo or iinposo on soiuo 
pcr.son. PaliiiiHtry is didinod in Itich- 
aidsoiTH Dictioimry thus : 'Divination 
by inspecliou of the hand:-!, from llie 
rogiiiidi triel;H of the pretenders lo 
tlii.s art, to palm; trick, or play a 
trick ; to iinpoHO upon, or practice a 
trick, iniiiosition, or tUduaioii; more 
rest rictciUy to piilni, to handlo.' Aud 
tho definitions given by Joh'napn's and 
\Vubot(;r'H are very i-iiniluv. 

si.A)Ji;'s 'I'luciv 
Consists in falsely prolendiug to 
proouro fioin epiritB laessnges written 
by Huch spiritH upon a slate hold under 
the table by Slndo lor tho purpose, 
such mofifiago iiaving proviously been 
writhon by himself. Such a trick soomB 
to mo to 1)0 a 'siibtlo craft, ineaus or 
ilevico' of tbo aamo kind its fortuiio 
tolling.

Referring to tbo vast amount of 
irrelevant' tdetimbiiif ^^irhi'cdiTcfiad':; been 
imported itito''''fhof*-'oa^^; * bbt '^^liich, 
owing to its ver^' nature, was r.n- 
avoidiible, Mi*. Flowers went on to 
consider tbe cpieslion as to whether 
tilade actually did tho trick or not, th 
whole case turning ou tho evidqtjce of 
Professor's- Laiikeiterfetf»a'aai)oitkiu, 
which, briefly stated, is to tbo effect 
that they saw Slado's bauds move as if 
he was writing, and tliab on bnatchiug 
the slate from liim itninedialely after- 
wards, "before it was placed in the 
position in wliich tho spuitH wore to 
act, and without any sound as if of 
writing, ihey found words upon it, "I 
this bo true," said Mr. Flowers, it in- 
volves the inference that Slade pro- 
duced tho letters, bim§elf, and that 
therefore he^oould.^ob.tbiiik>the«Bpirib 
of his wife had written them, I must 
decide according to the wellknown 
course of nature and if it be true that 
the two witnesses saw llio motions that, 
they describe, and found tho writing 
on tliQ slate iminediatoly^^tifterwards, it 
is impo8sible^oi;-me^6idbub£whatever 
happened on other occasions. Slade 
did on that occasion write thop" words 
on tbe slate in order to clieat Prof. 
Laukester and Dr. Donkin. It is true 
that Simmons said there wus nothing 
to pay, as Lankester and Donkin were 
not satisfied; ^^l>ut the' question is 
whether subtle craft, nieans or device 
was used to iinposo on these gentlemen 
and it clearly was, as tho mouey would 
have been paid if tho trick had not 
been discovered, . . • i 

THE SENTENCE. 

Upon the whole I think that an of- 
fence against tbo Yugraney Act has 
been proved, aud couaideriug the 
grave uiiHchiols likely to re.sult from 
such practices — mischiefs which those 
who remember the case of Homo, 
also a professional medium, cannot 
consider unsubstantial — I feol I cannot 
mitigate tho pniiislimont tbe law im- 
poses, nnd therefor 1 sentence tbo 
defeiulant to three mouths' iinprison- 
meu with hard labor iu tho House of 
Correction, 

Had a thunderbolt fallen among 
the Spiritualists in Court their faces 
could not have been blanker and long- 
er. And yet no clenched spirit list 
euvolvecl its^U.fi'om the murky atmos- 
pliero of the court room to box tho 
daring magistrate's earjuo resounding 
raps of disapjirovid frightened the 
Court from its propriety, llio judicial 
bench did not get up on end nnd 
.spill tbe Judgo^ wig and uU, into the 
waste-paper baaket, nor did avenging 
tamboiliinbd biing th'o CcSnnsei "for 'the 
prosecution over tho head. Nothing 
of all ibis --only a burst of applause 
from tbo uuboliovors, aud then tho 
lornial notice of appeal against the 
decision, which the unmoved Jlr, 
Flowers said he waa.very glad to hear 1 
Bail in tho sum of :£200 and tivo sure- 
ties of £100 each were at onco given, 
ami ponding tho ajipeal tlio "doctor" 
was not sent to prison, but emerged 
into the. outer air amid choors and 
hisses, and drove off iu a cab with his 
partner, tho manager. 

Never since the days of the Ghost 
of Cock lano havo the snpernntural af 
fairs rooeived such attention in the 
inotropolis as during this c.-^traordinary 
case,and as is usually tho case in novel 
test actions in England, one of tho 
best results may be a revision of tho 
antiquated code of Eiiglisb law. 

The biittio will bo fought over again 
at llio (jtii.'irler Sessions in Westmins- 
ter, and meanwhile, of course, a flood 
of faoetipu«ii68B'iwUl !l}0 t p,qured over 
tho oondomaod medium and his sup- 
porters. Of this we have nlrondy bad 
a forotnsto in a-""Hninorou8 Seance" 
at the f.ilobo Tlioalru, eiilitlod "Slate 
I'encilings, or out of Spirits," tho lat- 
ter title being just now peculiarly ap- 
plicable- to the dofltoTi- who-^annot but 
be "down on hisluo^-" at the prospect 
of oakum picking, unless, indood, ho 
isspiiitod away into soiefi mote oon- 
L'enifll sphere before tho evil mpinont
